_N  the  present  distressed  state  of  this  country,  it 
is  the  duty  of  every  Person  connected  with  the  Go- 
vernment,  or  the  interests  of  the  Colony,  to  point 
out  whatever  may  suggest  itself,  which  may,  in  the 
smallest  degree,  tend  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of 
the  People;,  cither  by  an  exposition  of  the  causes 
which  have  brought  on  the  evils  under  which  ve 
labour,  or  the  means  by  which  they  may  be  reme- 
died, t 

The  great  and  vital  cause  of  our  distress  may, 
in  our  opinion,  be  traced  to  thatlmpolitic  and  pre- 
datory system  pursued  by  the  I  ower  Pjovince,  in 
the  encouragement  given  to  the  Lumber  Merchants 
and  Farmers  of  the  United  States,  who  were  in  the 
habit  of  glutting  Montreal  and  Quebec  with  articles, 
^  which,  if  excluded  from  their  markets,  as  was  in- 
tended by  the  British  Government,  would  have 
been  equally  as  well,  and  as  abundantly  supplied 
by  this  Colony.  How  this  traffick,  so  disgraceful 
to  the  Lower  Province,  could  liave  been  so  long 
continued,  is  astonishing. 

For  the  last  six  years  the  whole  of  the  benign  in» 
tensions  of  the  Mother  Country,  have  been  lost  to 
this,  but  they  have,  contrary  to  the  intentions  of  the 
British  Parliament,  been  possessed  in  a  most  super- 
lative degree,  by  our  friends  in  the  United  State, 
who  in  consequence  of  their  proximity  to  those 
markets,  their  enterpi^stng  spirit,  and  the  encour- 
agement given  to  them,  had  the  advantage  of  eu  • 
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tcring  thpm  in  the  cream  of  the  season,  and  reap- 
ing g^reat  benefits  before  our  lumber  and  produce 
could  make  their  appearance  ;  the  result  of  which 
was,  that  the  property  of  our  Merchants  appeared 
as  a  drug  ;  they  had  either  to  accept  of  the  termi 
offered  by  the  Merchants  below,  or  lay  it  up  for 
the  ensuing  season,  in  the  hope  of  obtaining  a  better 
price  :  and,  in  the  long  run»  it  was  frequently  sa- 
crificed to  defray  the  expenses  of  wharfage  and 
warehousing,  or  to  avoid  the  charges  occasioned 
thereby. 

It  is  really  a  matter  of  no  small  surprise,  to  read 
the  Tesoluiions  entered  into  by  our  enslavers  in  the 
Lower  Province.  What  can  be  more  insulting  to 
the  inhabitants  of  this  ^Province,  than  the  liberty 
they  have  |aken  in  linkmg  us  in  their  resolutions  f 
Who  IS  the  Merchant  or  Farmer  in  this  Colony 
that  authorised  them  to  do  so  ?  and  where  is  the 
man  whose  apathy,  whose  torpor,  whose  self  degra- 
dation is  so  great,  as  to  apply  to  the  freebooters  of 
our  rights,  to  make  use  of  our  sufferings,  in  the 
hope  of  obtaining  those  privileges,  which  their 
avarice  deprived  us  of?  and  which,  if  obtained, 
Hould  be  immediately  transferred  to  Americans. 

The  Lower  Canada  merchants  have  stated,  in 
their  lesolutions,  our  distressed  situation  ; — we  d* 
not  blame  them  f^  that  statement,  because  it  is 
tru^;  but  we  blame  them  for  not  going  a  little 
firiher;  they  might  surely  have  stated  some  of 
ihc  causes  from  which  the  distress  had  arisr^n  ;  they 
might  have  baid,  that,  in  the  shipment  ol  lumber, 
&c,  the  growth  and  produce  of  the  U.  States,  as 
Canadian,  they  deprived  us  of  receiving  during  the 
last  five  years,  two  millions  of  dollars  ;  that  whilst 
our  pat-riot  members  of  foriHr  parliaments,  [we 
wont   say  the  present,  as  it   wolild  be   »  unparlia- 
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mentarj'^l  were  groTclling^  about  the  best  meant. 
of  beggannj;  servants,  to  please  their  constituents, 
hj  the  lopping  off  of  miserable  salaries,  or  passing 
bills  to  keep  a  few  dollars  in  the  country,  they  ne- 
ver contemplated  upon  the  necessity  oi  brinjfinp 
any  In  by  depriving  the  Americans,  as  they  ought 
to  have  done,  of  the  large  sums  annually  paid  them: 
no,  poor  things,  they  ramained,  like  the  swagger* 
ing  o0icers  of  a  Tower,  directing  the  sentinel  to 
guard  the  flag-staff,  whilst  the  enemy  was  spring- 
ing a  mine  under  its  foundation. 

By  their  resolutions  they  profess  to  feel  a  greak 
interest  for  the  welfare  of  tRis  province ;  they  im- 
pudently propose  (Oh,  hypocrisy  !)  addressing  ihe 
parliament  of  Great  Britain,  upon  our  ruinous  situ- 
ation ;  but  they  have  not  said  one  word  about  the 
wretched  engines  that  effected  it ;  they  have  not 
stated,  that,  whilst  they  were  giving  every  encour- 
agement to  the  enemies  of  our  country,  they  weie 
doing  all  in  their  power  to  beggar  and  enslave  us* 

It  is  the  right,  the  undoubted  right  of  these  gen- 
tlemen to  address  the  government  of  Great  Britaii^, 
and  to  profess  an  anxiety  for  our  welfare,  altho' 
they  fraudulently  withhold  60,0Q0/.  rW our  money,  in 
the  hope  of  obtaining  permission  to  carry  on  their 
former  pursuits,— that  of  depriving  us  of  our  trade, 
and  the  crown  of  its  Revenues  ;  but  they  are  much 
mistaken  if  they  suppose  that  they  can  gloss  over 
their  foul  actions  to  this  Colony,  whilst  gentlemen 
intimately  connected  with  his  majesty's  ministers, 
urell  acquainted  with  the  transactions  of  past  years, 
are  on  the  spot  to  e^iOse  their  duplicity  ;  and  who 
can  and  will  stale,  that  they  have  like  vultiiret 
preyed  upoi^the  very  vitals  of  our  country.

Great  Britain  proclaim  to  their  suiferirg  subjects, 
that,  upon  their  r migration  to  this  Colony,  they 
vill  receive  **  a  GRANT  oi  LAND  from  his  Ma- 
jf  «*ty  prtpoiticned  to  their  means  of  cultivation.'* 
Under  these  circumstances  they  proceed,  but  upon 
their  arrival  they  have  the  mortification  to  disco- 
ver, and  really  when  it  is  too  late  with  many  of 
them,  that  the  word  "  GRANT,"  which  lender, 
sioi^d  to  BKbTcw  in  Great  Britain,  is,  we  presume, 
not  by  a  perversion,  but  by  a  mi&uriderstAnding  of 
the  English  language,  to  PURCHASE  iif Canada ! 
and  that  instead  of  obtaining  lands  proportioned  to 
ttieir  mrsns  of  cultivation,  they  are  supplied  with 
just  as  B>uch,  as  is  4)roportioned  to  their  fheans  of 
purchase  !  and  purchased  very  often  too,  and  not 
unfrequently  by  persons  of  this  class,  who  are  igno- 
rant of  the  country,  at  a  price  far  beyond  what  is 
a&ked  by  landholders  in  the  most  eligible  situati- 
ons. 

It  appears  by  a  paper  now  before  us,  that  a  dis- 
cussion had  taken  place  in  the  House  r**  Com- 
mons, upon  voting  a  sum  to  defray,  for  s  iu^  year, 
the  expenses  ot  the  civil  administration  of  this 
Prevince.  From  the  language  of  members,  it 
wculd  appear,  that  they  had  no  knowledge  what- 
ever of  any  fees  being  paid  by  emigrants,  not  even 
the  trifling  incidental  fees  of  the  offices;  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  appeared  silent  on 
the  subject ;  but  this  is  no  reason  why  the  House 
should  not  be  put  in  possession  of  facts,  which 
must  astonish  some  of  k^s  members,  as  much  as  it 
blights  the  almost  hopeless  piospectsof  the   un-

liament, particularly  thosie  aaftient  one*»,  who  are 
of  opinion,  *WAar  it  would  be  better  for  England  if 
the  Colony  were  sunk  in  the  Ocean^*  that,  for  every 
shilUiig  paid  by  the  Mother  Country,  in  support  of 
the  interest  of  this  Colony,  and  about  whicU^here 
appears  so  much  cavil,  it  is  repaid  tenfold  by  the 
unfortunate  emigrants,  who  have  been  deceived  by 
Johnston,  Sheridan,  Walker,  and  all  the  other  wor- 
thies,  authors  of  dictionaries,  by  their  erroneously 
staling  that  the  word  **  GRANT"  was  to   bestow. 

That  word  is  well  understood  in  Great  Britain 
to  convey  that  meaning,  but  here,  the  Poor  Man^ 
the  stranger,  the  wandering  subject,  with  a  nunier- 
ous  family,  have  to  pay  dearly  for  it,  by  the  novel 
interpretation  in  this  part  of  the  world. 

We  beg  our  readers  to  enquire  intp  the  meaning 
of  this  deceptive  word,  as  hundreds  have  suiferod 
hy  it: — If  it  means  the  purchasing  of  Lands,  under 
the  delusive  term  of  fees,  then,  we  say,  the  word 
honour  must  imply  fraud,  treachery,  and  injustice. 

What  have  been  the  baneful  effects  of  those  fees  to 
this  Colony  ?  They  are  these,  under  the  Gore  sya- 
tern;  and  so  long  as  it  was  credited  by  the  People 
at  home,  the  fees  were  the  same  as  when  he  with* 
drew  from  the  Colony,  our  population  rapidly  en- 
creased,  wealth,  prosperity,  and  contentment,  ac- 
companied them  in  their  march  ;  but  since  be  left 
the  Colony^  the  fees  have  been  encreas«4  to  such

Our  readers  must  recollect  the  Speech  of  (he 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,   upon  the  subject  of 
emigration  the  Session  before  last ; — he  then  stated, 
*'  The  British  Provinces  in  America  were  overload- 
«  ed  with  emigration,    that   the   strongest  remon- 
"  sirances  had  been   made  on  the  subject  by  the 
«'  government  of  Canada.     It  proved  a  very  great 
**  grievance  both    to   the   government   and  lo  the 
•'  People,  and  under  these  circumstances,  he  thought 
«'  it  would  be  highly  premature  to  adopt  a'  ;   plan 
«»  for  the  promotion  of  emigration  to  that  Cv^iony." 
Our  readers  will  observe,  that  this  language  was 
used  long,   very  long,  after  Gov.  Gore,  [a  gentle- 
niJfti  who  was,  in  fact,  a  real  friend  to  the  Country,] 
withdrew  from  the  Province  ;  and,  it  we  may  place 
any  confidence  in   the  word  of  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer,  the  remonstrance  must  have  been 
sent  home  during  the  Adminislratio|  of  President 
Smith,  one  of  the  Council  ;  or  Sir  P.  Maitland, 
who,  in  his  address  to  the  House,  upon  the  open- 
ing of  last  Parliaaient,  made  iile  df  the  following

Hts  Excellency  congratulates  himself  and  the 
Country  upon  the  survey  of  40  Townahifia  within  the 
last  two  yeara  ;  and  which  in  a  great  meaaure^  have 
keen  beatpived  ufion  actual  aettlera ;  but  he  has  not 
said  one  word  about  the  immense  sums  which  must 
have  been  paid)  and  carried  out  of  the  Country  up-  ^ 
on  the  scttlcnient  of  them ;  nor  have  our  honorable 
&nd  enlightened  members,  whom  we  pay  for  attend- 
ing to  our  interests,  demanded  an  account  of  them  1 

During  the  last  Session,  we  had  the  honour  of 
conversing  with  some  of  our  Members  upon  sub- 
jects interwoven  with  the  welfare  of  the  Province» 
and  the  happiness  of  those  People  who  arrive  here 
with  letters  from  the  Colonial  Office.  X'^^/ 
thought  with  us,  as  every  Man,  who  has  a  mind» 
and  a  feeling  hearti  must  think,  that  those  fees  were» 
in  many  instances,  destructive  to  the  hopes  of  the 
Emigrant,  and  a  vital  wound,  in  the  preseat  dis- 
tressed state  of  the  Colony,  to  our  interests.  They 
admitted  the  necessity  of  addressing  the  Govern- 
ment of  Great  Britain  upon  the  subject ;  but  having 
heard  that  it  was  **  unfiarliamentfiry%*  and  "  unfirecc 
dented,**  to  interfere  in  the  granting  and  beatoxving 
the  Lands  of  the  Crown,  or  to  question  the  right  of 
the  high  fees  charged  thereon,  they  fiatriotically  de- 
clined it* 

Nothingt  in  our  opioioiiy  can  i^pear  sq.  weak  In 
the  mind  of  a  Man  professing  a  knowledge  of  the 
British  Constitution-— a  Constitution  which  ii  the 
«*  pride,  envy,  and  admiration  of  the  \yorld,"  ac- 
quainted with  the  illustrious  characters'^  that  guidtt 
the  helm  of  the  State,  and  their  generous  and  hu- 
mane intentions  towards  our  interests,  as  that  of 
supposing  for  a  moment,  that  it  would  be  deemed 
unparUanieutaryi  or  otTensive  hy  iheni|  or  the  Hon» 
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Gentltmen  who  compose  the  Councils  of  his  Ma- 
jesty in  this  Province,  in  endeavouring  to  remedy 
an  evil,  attainable  by  a  respectful  address  to  our 
most  gracious  Sovereign  :  No,  it  could  not  be  either 
Inoffensive,  or  unparliamentary,  to  apply  for  an  ac- 
count of  those  fees,  in  order  to  shew  to  a  Sover- 
eign whose  heait  abounds  ith  humanity,  that  in 
consequence  of  their  payment,  many,  very  many,  of 
his  best  siibjests  suCer  the  greatest  privations. 

The  word  "  bestowed**  is  as  pervertible  as  the 
word  **  grant "  they  both  imply  the  same  mean- 
ing, and  are  subj  cct  to  the  same  windings.  We 
would,  therefore,  like  to  be  informed,  if  the  words 
**  bestowed  upon  ^ttual  settlement,**  are  intended 
to  imply,  that  these  lands  were  giving  om  without 
the  payment  of  fees,  or  whether  the  grantees  have 
been  subjected  to  the  fees  laid  down  in  Schedule 
A.  This  information  will  be  gratefully  receivedi 
as  it  will  enal^g  us  to  place  before  our  suffering  ^ 
Countrymen,  previous  to  their  departure  from  Eu-  * 
rope,  what  they  may  have  to  expect  upon  their  ar- 
rival amongst  us.  Surely  the  terms  grant  and  bes- 
tow, which  are  synunimous,  cannot  apply  to  those 
livho  purchased  their  rights  by  servicetin  the  Navy, 
Army,  and  Militia,  who  pay  the  fees  of  the  offices. 
They  bought  them  dearly ;  and  we  cannot  discover 
vHiatdeseription  of  Settlers  ithose  were,  that  have 
been  blessed  in  the  manner  described  by  his  Ex- 
celllncy.

who  had  "firoved  a  source  of  wealth  and  fioxver  to 
t/ie  Country"  arrived  amongst  us  in  the  most  for-* 
lorn  state  ;  that,  to  enable  them  to  obtain  100  acres 
of  Land,  they  had  to  sacrifice  their  Clothes,  their 
lamily  Bibles,  and  Prayer  Books  !— those  sacred 
RiUsofiheir  Parents,  and  had  to  enter  the  Forest 
%vithout  the  means  of  purchasing  a  Cow  to  afford 
nourishment  for  their  offspring. 

It  could  not  be  offensive  or  unparliamentary  W 
represent  to  his  Majesty,  that  the  system  at  pres- 
ent pursued,  if  it  did  not  tend  to  subvert  true  re- 
ligion, it  diminished  those  means  which  added  to  the 
instruction^  convenience^  and  ha/i/iinesa  of  the 
Peofile  i  and  that  the  high  fees  charged  upon  land 
prove,  at  least,  as  great  a  grievance  to  the  People 
Mho  pay  them,  as  to  the  governmenfc,who  has  the 
fatigue  and  trouble  of  receiving  them  ;  which  ac- 
cording to  our  conception,  is  the  only  way  the  latter 
can  be  aggrieved.  .      >, 

It  could  not  be  unparliamentary,  or  unconstitu- 
tional,  to  state  to    hil    Majesty,'  that  the  Lands 
granted    to  Emigrants,  in  the  obtaining  of  which. 
they  sacrificed  their  time,  their  prospects,  and,  very 
olten,  their  health,  are  Subject  to  restrictions,  and 
Jees  which  amount  to  more  than  the  lands  would 
actually  sell  for,  if  owned  by  a  private  individual.-^ 
These  things,  we  presume,  might  be  done  by  our 
virtuous  representatives,    without  destroying  true 
religion,  or  diminishing  those  means  which  add  to 
the  instruction,  converiience,  and  hafi/iinesa  of  the 
reofile.

to  York,  the  place    where  we    are    now   writing]:; 
he  has  no  money  to  pay  fees,  and,  to  add  to   his 
«orrow8,he  finds  that  the  Letter  from  Lord  Bathurst, 
\vhich  kept  lingering  hope  from  ceasing  m  his  bo- 
som, was    but  a    delusion;    and,  in  this  siate  of 
mental  suffering,  and  of  human  misery,  he  is  com- 
peUcd(Oh,  Heaven!)  Irom  dire  and  terrible  neces- 
sity to  sign  freely  and  'ivnUnglij  this  humane  docu- 
tncnt : !     What  the  feelings  of  the  sufferer  must  be, 
at  the  moment  he  si^ns  that  instrument,  is  easier 
felt  than  described.— U  may  ba  said  that  it  is  almost 
impos-^ible  for  such  a  case  to  exist  as  the  one  dcs- 
rribed,  we  sav  there  is  a  possibility  of  it,  and  we 
farihti-sav.  that  we  have  knpwn  it  to  take  place. 
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for  the  suflerer,  in  the  agony  of  despair,  described 
his  situation,  his  trials,  his  lingering  hopes,  his 
poignant  disappointments  ;  and  he  wept  bitterly 
whilst  he  unfolded  them,  because  he  had  those  to 
provide  for,  which,  to  him,  were  more  precious  than 

life — a  LOVELY    FAMILY. 

Where,  we  ask,  is  the  justice  or  necessity  for 
enforcing  such  a  sacrifice  ?  which  infuses  into  the 
▼isionary  cup  of  liappiness  prepared  by  Lord  Ba- 
thurst's  [^etter,  a  draught  of  the  most  bitter  taste  ; 
and  which  must  oppress  the  springs  of  industry, 
and  of  hope,  as  much  as  it  tends  to  bow  down  the 
noble,  the  lofty,  and  the  elevated  spirit  of  a  British 
subject  to  the  ground. 

We  live  under  a  free  Government,  a  Government, 
in  our  mind,  that  is  superior  to  any  that  was  ever 
formed  ;  and  we  must  say,  that  it  is  matter  of  deep 
regret  to  us,  that  instruments  which  would  not  dis- 
grace the  Court  of  a  Petty  State  in  Europe,  are. 
from  their  effects  being  unknown,  to  the  Govern- 
ment, in  existence  in  a  British  Colony. 

The  restrictions  imposed  upon  the  unfortunate 
Emigrants  who  are  unable  to  pay  the  fees  on  100 
acres  of  Land,  may  lead  many  to  believe,  that  they 
are  persons  who  mingled  in  those  meetings,  which 
convulsed  society  in  several  parts  of  England,  and 
that  it  is  the  policy  of  the  Government  to  send  them 
out  here  under  a  delusive  promise  of  Land,  to  get 
rid  of  them.  This  we  are  sure  is  not  the  case,  for 
many  of  them,  from  information,  and  our  acquain- 
tance with  others,  set  their  faces  against  such  pro- 
ceedings. One,  in  particular,  we  bad  known  some 
years  aj?o  to  be  placed  in  a  commercial  situation  of 
respectability  ;  possessing  a  capital  of  10,000/.  and 
cheerfully  paying  in  taxes  to  the  King,  at  least  250/.

What  can  be  so  monstrous,  or  what  can  tend  so 
powerfully  to  sever  the  link  of  affection  "^hich 
should  always  exist  betwixt  the  Government  and 
the  People,  than  that  which  plainly  tells  the  People, 
in  strong  language,  laoguage  not  to  be  misunder- 
stood, that  the  professions  of  our  Government  were 
insincere,  or,  that,  there  was  some  unknown  power 
which  defeated  it's  intentions  by  the  roost  foul}  and 
vicked  representations. 

But,  in  a  case  like  this,  jaundiced  as  It  is,  there 
IS  a  cure  ;  and  we  know  most  of  our  readers  are  in 
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yotsession  of  the  recipe.  That  cure  lies  in  a  great 
measure  within  eurseHes.  His  late  Majesty  con- 
ferred upon  us  a  blessing,  which  few  nations  in 
Europe  can  boast  of.  He  gave  us  a  Parliainent« 
and  for  what  ?  To  protect  our  riglits,  and  ameliorate 
our  condition ;  and  with  this  power  we  not  only  can 
exhibit  to  public  vieW)  the  Person  or  Persons  who 
sent  that  remonstrance  to  the  British  Government, 
but  punish  him  or  them  for  their  iniquity. 

If  we  are  not  able  to  accomplish  this  most  de- 
sirable of  all  objects,  it  is  our  ov/n  faults,  and  not  the 
fauK  of  the  Government)  or  his  Majesty.  They  are 
innocent  of  ^l  e  evils  we  complain— we  are  the 
authors  of  ihcr^i>-for  had  we  selected  Men  for  our 
representatives^  [and  we  trust  we  have]  worthy  of 
the  honorable  situation,  in  which  they  are  placed, 
the  next  Session  would  not  pass  away  without  an 
address  to  his  Majesty,  upon  the  subject. 

It  may  be  asked,  where  is  the  necessity  for  such 
a  proceecUnii^  as  the  one  suggested.  We  answer-— 
Look  to  the  joint  petitions  of  both  Houses  sent  home 
last  Session,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  redress 
for  those  wHo  suffered  in  their  properly  during  the 
late  war.  Look  to  the  joint  recommendation  of  both 
iilouses  to  his  Majesty,  to  provide  with  half  pay, 
those  heroes,  who,  in  the  midst  of  fire  and  carnage, 
defended  our  houhes  from  the  ravages  of  a  cruel 
and  unrelenting  enemy.  What  must  be  their  hopes? 
How  are  their  sanguine  and  just  expectations  to  be 
realized  ?  if  a  power— a  secret  confederacy  exist 
within  our  Colony,  to  counteract  the  intentions  of 
our  Government,  and  deafen  the  ears  of  Royal  hu- 
manity to  the  prayers  and  supplications  of  a  brave 
and  suffering  People  !  !  ! 

After  placing  those  things,   which   we  consider 
to  operate  as  great  and  powerful  barriers  against 
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the  happmew  of  the  Emigrant,  and  the  prosperity 
of  the  Country,  fairly  and  fully  before  the  People  Sf 
this  Province,  can  it  be  supposed  that  the  gentle- 
men  whom  we  have  honoured  as  our  choice  to  re- 
present  us  in  Parliament,  will  not  take  them  up 
fearlessly  next  Session.     If  they  do  not,  who  caS 
m  that  they  will  have  fulfilled  the  reasonable  ex- 
pec  auons  of  their  Constituents?    Can  they  sit  si- 
,     lent  y  on  subjects   which  involve  the  dearest,  the 
noblest  interests  of  humanity,  and  of  man  ?     Will 
they  hesitate  exposing  to  public  view  the  traffickers 
in  human  misery,  who,  in  the  face  of  the  Governor's 
addresses,  sent  home  a  remonstrance  fraught  with 
such    gross    injustice  to  the  Emit,rants  and  the 
^ZVl    ^f  'l^^y  do,  what  has  the  Colony  to  ex- 
pect ?     How  are  the  hopes  of  the  sufferers  in  the 
late  war  to  be  realized  ?    when  we  have  it  before 
<«ir  eyes  that  there  is  a  power  in  this  Colony,  which 
set,  at  naught,  in  his  Majesty's  Councils,  fhe  pub- 
he  declarations  of  his  Excellency  and  Council. 

We  cherish  the  hope  that  they  will  act  as  Men. 
^nd  as  Men  who  know  the  blessings  of  the  ConsiituI 
tion  they  live  under  ;  and  that  nothing  will  dismay 
them  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty,  to  bring  to  light 
those  deeds  and  avert  those  evils,  which  have  ocL-  * 
««oned  the  forest  to  be  watered  with  tears,  and 
Heaven  to  be  uncea^gly  implored  by  the  cries  of 
the  innocent  and  deluded  sufferers. 

Since  w^riting  the  above,  we  have  been  asked. 
Why  we  did  not  submit  our  observations  on  the 
state  ot  the  Colony,  to  some  Member  of  the  Govern- 
nient,  before  giving  them  to  the  Public.  It  may 
no  ,  therefore,  be  unnecessary  to  state,  that  we  did, 
tnortths  ago,  enslose  to  his  Excellency  our  obscrva- 

iur  m"in'l      I  ^^^'^  ^'""'"'^^  «y«^«"-     ^Ve  used 
our  utmost  epdeavours  to  brine  them  befnrr  Pan. 
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lament  last  Session;  and,  if  the  Governor  did  not 
think  proper  to  notice  our  letter ;  if  the  Members 
yritii  whom  we  conversed,  and  who  admitted  th^ 
justice  of  our  observations,  did  not  feel  it  their  duty; 
to  bring  them  before  the  Mouse  of  Assembly,  we 
are  sure  no  blame  can  be  attached  to  us,  in  our 
humble  endeavours  to  place  them  before  that  pow- 
er, which  never  closed  its  ears  against  the  supplica- 
lions  of  the  subject. 

^  We  have,  we  believe,  convinced  every  unpreju- 
diced mind,  that  our  present  distresses  are  almost 
entirely  owing  to  the  high  fees  paid  by  Emigrants, 
and  the  monopoly  **  granted,"  as  the  word  is  under- 
stood in  Great  Britain,  to  the  American  farmers, 
and  Lumber  Merchants  ;  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to 
•tate,that  we  have  it  in  our  power  to  point  out 
the  means  by  which  they  may  be  alleviate^.  Ta 
effect  this  desirable  object,  the  Government  haa 
only  to  act  on  a  system  precisely  the  reverse  of 
that  by  which  the  public  .  distresses  have  been 
produced :— -namely,  an  immediate  *  reduction  of 
those  high  fees,  and  a  total  stoppage  of  the  impor- 
ation  of  Flour  and  Lumber  into  Lower  Canada  fronk 
the  United  States.  These  things  adopted  will 
put  to  flight  the  evils  by  which  the  Colony  is  as- 
•ailed^  and  restore  wealth  and  prosperity  to  all 
classes  of  the  community*     ^ 

We  shall,  in  the  hope  of  convincing  Mr.  Vansji- 
lart,  and  Sir  Isaac  Coffin,  lay  before  the  Public  a 
▼ery  simple  statement,  which  we  conceive  suffici- 
ent to  satisfy  any  Man  that  the  Emigrants  are  not 
a  grievance  to  the  Government  or  the  People. 

His  Excellency,  in  his  speech,  stated,  that  42 
Townships  were  surveyed  and  given  out  to  actual 
settlers.  This  answered  a  very  good  purpose  at 
lilt  time.    It  wa»  pieaslDg  to  some  of  our  Uiends  s 
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and  we  hope  it  will  not  be  unpleasant  to  their 
leehngS)  if  we  make  it  answer  a  purpose  which, 
perhaps,  they  never  had  in  contennplation.

The  sum  paid  annually  by  the  British  Govern* 
ment  in  support  of  the  civil  Administration  of  this 
Colony,  amounts  to  /.  11,300  ;  and  in  two  years, 
ahe  receives,  or  must,  receive  at  some  early  peri- 
od, from  the  pockets  of  the  most  distressed  Ptoplo 
in  the  Country — People  who  are  represented  as  a 
grievance  to  the  Government,  the  sum  of/.  239,580!! 
the  whole  of  which  is,  we  /iresume  sent  out  of  Mz» 
Colony,  and  appropriated,  it  appears,  to  purposes 
unknown  to  the  British  Parliament,  or  the  enUght- 
ened  Parliament  of  t/iis  Country. 

Is  thiS)  we  ask,  the  only  system  that  could  have 
been  devised  to  "/iromo/tf  trve  religion?"  Is  this 
the  only  plan  that  could  have  been  adopted  for 
**  adding  to  those  means,  which  tend  to  the  instruct 
<*  tion^  convenience i  and  hafifiineaa  of  the  Peofile?**^ 
Is  this  a  proof  of  the  *•  Emigrants*  being  a  griev» 
ance  to  the  Government  and  the  People  ? "  Is  this 
the  Mill-Stone  that  is  hung  round  the  Neck  of 
Great  Britain,  and  for  which  the  "  Colony  should 
be  sunk  in  the  Ocean  ?  *'  It  so,  who  are  iho  au- 
thors of  the  grievance  ?  Ket.,  wc  presume,  ihft 
Emigrants  themselves  ;  but  those  humane  Gerjtle- 
men,  whoever  they  may  be,  that  suiTcr,  hy  tho 
telling  of  Lan'ls  under  the  delusive  term  of  Fees, 
and  the  fatigue  they  undergo  in  receiving  the  mc« 
ney !  \ 

We  do  not  say  that  Sir  P.  M^itland  is  the  author 
of  those  high  Fees;  we  are  sure,  from  circum- 
stances, the  Council  have  not  occasioned  their 
exaction  ;  but  this  we  say,  without  the  fear  oF 
contradiction,  that,  durino*  no  former  Administra** 

tion  jbftve  they  bee^  CRrmd  to  so  great  hh  e:^teai^ 
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or  increased  with  such  rapidity.-    The  Clergy  and 
Crown  Reseives  which  rented  at  3,  6,  and  9  dol-

They  have,  we  are 
sorry  to  say,  coupled  with  the  nefarioui  trade 
carried  on  between  Lower  Canada  andthe  United 

new  Townships  with  murmurrings  and  misery. 

During  the  last  Session,  that  wonderful  bug-bear 
-the  44th.  of  the  King  occupied  the  House^ome 
tn^ll  '^"^^.'^^  popularity  of  some,  and  confir. 
med  the  patriotism  of  others  ;  but  when  compared 
to  those  evils  which  we  have  so  plainly  pointed 
om,  what  IS  the  contrast  ?   It  is  that  of  a  Mole  to  a 

^„^"  M  \?  ^*'VJ^  ^"  ^"^»'  0^  an  atom  to  the 
whole  Nation.  We  do  not  mean  to  argue  that 
there  ,s  no  necessity  for  the  repeal  of  that  Act;  we 
do  not  mean  to  say  that  no  Subject  suffered  by  it  .• 
and,  for  ought  we  know,  suffered  unjustly  ;  but 
1 '.l-'"*  ^^l*  "  '  ^°n^«q"^rtces  to  the  Country  are  as 
Srhn^"^'  ^^*"«'°™P?»-?4i  with  that  which  effects  the 
irhole.    The  fire  of  that  Act  may   be  evaded  by

the  Fees.     They,  like  the  Grave,    level  all   ranks 

and  conditions.  Those  who  owed  their  orphanage 
to  Trafalgar,  or  Waterloo,  *hare  the  saSp  fate 
lliuJ"  ^^'°;S^7«  conspirator.

Jinue,  vice,  loyalty,  or  disloyalty,  is  a  shield  frStn 
their  grasp!!  We  love  liberty  as  much  as  The 
advocates  for  the  repeal  of  that  Act ;  we  feel  thb* 
niter  straneers,  for  the  mimftkrtnn^^  «f  *u-  r^--.i_ 
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man  who  suffered  under  it's  enactments  ;  hut  w€ 
never  can  put  his  sufferings  in  compeiitioii  with  the 
sufferings   of   thousands. 

We  therefore  hope  that  those  Hon.  Gentlemen 
who  advocated  the  repeal  of  that  Act,  on  account 
of  the  sufferings  of  a  single  individual,  however 
respectable,  will  see  the  necessity  of  ailvocaiinj> 
the  cause  of  those  who  have  been  deprived,  because 
of  their  poverty,  of  a  voice  in  that  House,  or  the 
prospect  of  obtaining  one  !  • 

If  they  do  not,  will  they   deserve  the  thanks   of 
the  Country  ?     No-Their  claim   to  applause  will 
be  the  same  as  that  of  a  Physician  who  trifles  away 
his  time  m  taking  a  pimple  frem  off  the  face  of  ai 
Patient,  whilst  a  rapid  and  deadly  disease  approach- 
es the  heart.     The  thanks    which  will  be  due  to 
them  are  the  same,  as  are  due  to  a  man,  who  runs 
to  extinguish  the  fire  of  a  Hog-Stye,  whihi  a  Famil'ir 
IS  enveloped  in  the  flames  of  a  mansion.     Or  one 
who  pulls  a  thorn  out  of  the  finger  of  his  friend, 
whilst  he  neglects  roiling  a  millstone  frbm  off  hia 
body.     Yes,  this  will  be  thanks  such  conduct  will 
inerit ;    and  which  we  will  not  fail  of  exposinc  to 
the  public.  r       h  «.« 

We  now,  for  the  present,  close  our  remarks  upoa 
this  most  important  of  all  subjects  to  the  Colony 
regretmg  our  inability  to  do  it  that  justice  which 
the  nature  of  it  might  require;  but  trusting  that 
his  lixcellency,  or  our  representatives  will  do 
something  to»remove  those  evils  of  which  we  com- 
plain ;  and  thereby  satisfy  some  of  the  IMembeps  of 
the  British  Parliament,  that  they  4iave  the  ability  and 
spirit  to  support  those  rights,  which  have  been  irra- 
ciously  conferred,  and  continued  to  us  by  the  illus- 
trious  House  of  Brunswick. 

We  again  look  to  our  Representatives,  as  our  er- 
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jj:an8,  to  point  out  and  endeavour  to  redress  our  grie- 
vances.    Surely  they  that  can  debate  for  days  upon 

the    rcduct'on  of  a  miserable   Salary They  that 

can   see    the  shadow  of  abuses    in  past  ad  mini  stra- 
tion3.--rhey    that    are    comfielled   no  doubt,  from 
piuriotic  motives,  to  assail   Governors,  and  gentle- 
men, who  arc  not  here  to  defend  themselves.     They 
"who  state    that    former  Parliaments   were    stupid 
and   corrupt — They   that   possess    the    wisdom  of 
sending  dele  j^ates  to  Rngland,  to  obtain   what   we 
do  not  understand ;  nor,  really,    what  they  them- 
selves can    explain.     They  who  think  it  right   to 
•withhold   the  Pensions  from  the   brave  and  dcser- 
Ting  Officers,    will,  we  trust,  as   the    Honourable 
and  enlightened    giiardians  of  our    liberties,    and 
our  happiness,  after  debating  upon   all  those  min- 
or and /jraiseworMy  subjects,  have  sufficient    vision 
left  to   see    those    great  and  appalling  evils,  which 
press  down  and  dispirit  the  majority  of  the    Coun- 
try,
